The reigning monarch of Madagascar is a 
queen, but she has masculine courage and 
resolution. She has put every male subject 
of ten years and upwards into the military 
schools. Ata recent meeting of her people, 
where over 5,900 soldiers swarmedin the 
plains before her, she said: 

“We now ask you, O people, to defend our just 
cauge, for God gave this island of Madagascar to 
my ancestorsand to yours. It was left as an in- 
heritance to us Malagasy, but the French will take 
it away by force, they say; therefore, I declare 
unto you: 

“I shall fulfil, my people, the share in the de- 
fense of the land which belongs to me as queen. 
Though I am a woman, I have the heart of a man 
and I stand up to lead you forth to prevent aud 
oppose those who seek to take our land. For God 
forbid, my people, that we should become the 
servants of foreigners” 

As she epoke her band rested on a Bible, 
and the bishops of 1,000 churches, and the 
superintendents of 1,200 schools, stood at 
her side, The prime minister following his 
queen said: 

“We will not be the servants of these Frenc 
men for we prefer death rather thau to serve 
them, Our forefathers, who knew not the true 
God, resented it when their country was interfer- 
ed with, and that. is how their kingdom was 
founded, As to this portion of earth which God 
has allotted to us, we will not give it up. The 
man who stands before your majesty was born to 
defend this land and toserve his Come 
death, comeloss before the land shall be taken 
from us, Our waerisa just war,and we do not 
fear, lf we die we have right on our side, and God 
knowsit: end the fame of those who in de- 
fense of their country will never perish.’’ 

The brave young queen then said: “When 
en atiempt is made to seize even a hair's 
breadth of our land, I will go with you as a 
man ard die with you in defenseof our 
fatherland.’ Her minister then assured 
her that his body and the bodies of the vast 
multitude before her should be er bulwark. 
The wildest enthusiasm followed and the 
Hovas gave themselves in transports to the 
defense of their country. 

All this challenges the sympathy of lib- 
erty loying peoplo. In their impenetrable 
forests, amid malarial misis, deadly to all 
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foreigners, the unconquered Hoyas may ye 
wear the patience and bend the purposes o 
the I'rench, and hold for long years to come 
the island that for more than seven centnu- 
ries they haye held against all comers. We 
certainly hope they will.

Action of the Atlanta Club. 

There was a rumor on the street yesterday that 
the Atlanta club had disbanded. This rumor wag 
ungrounded. The stockholders of the club hada 
meeting, but didn’t determine definitely on any 
course. There was some disposition to disband 
the club, based on the following reasons. One ef 
the managing directors said: 

“We all made a mistake in making the league 
season toolong. Instead of six monthsit should 
have been four months. The season opened toe 
early and closes too late. For example, we coun- 
tedon a hundred and fifty dollars net for each 
game of the last twenty-one played in Atlanta, and 
we averaged about $85. This was little more than 
balf what the preceeding series of games paid us.

The Chatta- 
nooga Times, of today,says that the Chattanooga 
club will disband at once. If this is so, that 
would keep us idle eight more days ata cost of 
over $400. Take the Memphisclub; it leftjhome 
three weeks ago, bas been to Birmingham and 
Columbus and has not played a game yet. As to 
Augusta, she has been kept busy up to today, but 
after she plays Nashville she will not have an- 
other game this season. She was to play 18 games 
with Columbus, Birmingham and Macon,but two 
of those clubs ha«e see disbanded and the 
third will go, so that she will lose her eutire eigh- 
teen games.”’ 

“What course will things take?’’ 

“I think the proper thing to do, would be for 
the clubs now in the league to meet and close the 
reason formally in some way so as to preserve the 
franch’se for nextseason Ifthereareany clubs 
that desire totry conclusions with each other 
further, they could easily arrange for a series of 
special games as long orasshortas might be de: 
sired. As far as the leagueis concerned, we have 
abundant evidence of what we con- 
sider unfair treatment of Atlanta, 
and the adoption of certain means for winning 
that we are unwilling to adopt. Perbaps. how- 
ever, the less said about this, the better. Our 
club has not yet decided what it will do, and wil 
not decide until she sees what action the other

months mentioned fifty-three miles of track were 
Jaid in this state. They have tried to show that 
more money was invested before the existence of 
the railroad commussion than now. In the tenth 
semi annual report of thecommission they show, 
according to the records, “that during the five 
years since the establishment of the railroad com- 
nf more than six hundred 


of rail have been 
constructed within the limits of the state.’’ And 
er say, ‘that more of the stocks of the railroads 
within the state of Georgia have been taken by 
foreign capital and at higher rates, since the esx 
tablishment of the commission than at any like 
time previous to its existence. 

‘The Macon and Brunswick railroad, one hun- 
dread and ninety-eght miles; the Brunswick 
and Westerp, one hundred and seventy. 
cue miles in length, the ma~

By the substitute offered they ask you to let them 
come forword and take the privilege of making 
the rates,and again let the Savannah division 
charge you 65 cents instead of 16 cents on 
a certain class of freight. It has been 
urged upon this floor that ifthe demands of the 
railroads were notacceeded to, it might occur 
here as it has in California, that these great in- 
terests may radicalize the state in order to con- 
trol this question. 

The amendments proposed as every senator 
knows or should know, are unconstitutional, 
There is no question aboutit. This right of ap 
peal for which they desire the substitute 
passed, is directly in the face of the 
constitution empowering the legislature 
with the control of this question, and it is uncon- 
stilutional to allow the railroads the right, which 
is especially given to the legislature, to fix rates 
and charges, 

The senator said that it wasa peculiar class of 
property that was being discussed, that he was 
Satisfied that time had demonstrated the 
wisdom of the constitutional convention, fix- 
ing on the legislature the power to govern 
it and he was satisfied there was no necessity for 
any change whatever iu the present law.

The house met at 9 o’clock and was called 
to order by Speaker Little. After prayer by 
Chaplain Branham the journal was read and 
approved. 

he unfinished business wok cep which 
was the consideration by the house asa com- 
mittee ofthe whole, with Mr. Russell, of 
Harris, in the chair, of ths bill to appropriate 
$5,000 to the State university for the purpose 
of defraying the expenses necessary to repair 
the buildings of the institution and piace 
them in good condition. Mr. Calvin opened 
the argument by advocating the bill as it 
came from the committee, which provides for 
appropriating $5,000 for repairs and $2,000 for 
insurance. 

Mr. Hall, of Vodge, opposed the bill. He 
thought that ifthe money that the university 
got every year from its annua! appropriation 
and its income, was used judiciously there 
would be no need of asking for additional as- 
sistance. Iie hoped thatthe amendmont to 
strike out the item of $2,000 for insurance, and 
the emendment of $2,500 instead of $5,000 
would prevail. 

Mr. Derry advocated the passage of the bill. 

The amendment by Mr. Ballard to strike 
out the annual appropriation of $2,000 was 
called up, voted upon, and adopted. 

Mr. Adderton’s amendment to strike out of 
the bill $5,000 and insert $2,500 was taken up, 
voted upon, and adopted. 

Mr. Bertlett hoped that the bill as amended 
would pass. He took issue with the gentle- 
man from Webster (Mr. Harrell) with refer- 
ence to the ownership of the state university. 
He argued that the university was a state in- 
stitution. 

Mr. Russell, of Clark, followed Mr. Bartlett, 
advocating the bill as it came from the com- 
mittee. 

Mr, Hines, of Washington, said that he was 
willing that the state university should have 
all that it hed received from the state, but 
that he was opposed to giving the univeraity 
apy mere assistance. He tavored giving every 
child in the state the benefits of an elementary 
education, but was —- to the state going 
beyond that point. He was not willing to 
provide for the education of a few in the high- 
er branches of studies, as long as there were 
thousands of children in the state who were 
deprived of the benefits ofa common school 
education. He was in favor of the masses 
against the few, and notlike the gentleman 
from Clarke (Mr. Russell) in favor of the few 
against the masses. 

Mr. Hart, of Greene, made a strong speech 
in favor of sustaining the university. Taat 
institution had repaid the state a hundred 
fold for all that the state had done forit. He 
appealed to the legislature to come to the aid 
of the university, and not forsake the institu- 
tion in its old age. 

Mr. Harrell, of Webster, upon being recog- 
nized, opened his remarks by replying to the 
specch of the gentleman from Thomas (Mr. 
McLendon). Heexplained that during the 
period of reconstruction, he wasin favor of 
reconstruction, and that aligned with him 
were some of the best people of the state, who, 
since then, had been honored in various ways. 
After the war he took no partin the public 
affairs of the state until he was elected a mem- 
ber of the constitutional convention of 1877. 
This was the only legislature he had ever been 
a member of. The radical legislature of 1868 
cut down the salary uf the supreme court 
judges from $5,500 to $2 500, and the salary of 
superior court judges from $2,500 to $1,500. 
The legislature as soon it was made demo- 
cratic passed a bill to restore the salaries of 
judges of the supreme and superior courts to 
their former figures. He, after consultation 
with other judges who were effected by the 
law, acted with them and thought that he had 
done nothing wrong. 

Mr. McLendoh replied to Mr. Harrell ap- 

ropriately, and then made a short appoal in 
behalf of university. 

Mr. Hines, of Washington, moved that the 
house as a committee of the whole rise and 
report the bill back with a recommendation 
that it do not pass. Lost. 

Mr. Clay, of Cobb, moved as a substitute 
that the committee rise and report the bill 
back with a recommendation that it do pass. 
Adopted. : 

The report of the committee, which was fa- 
yorable to the passage of the bill, was 
voted upon and agreed to. . 

The bill as amended then came up on its 
passege. Mr. Harris,es chairman of thecom- 
mitte, was allowed the usuel twenty minutes 
to advocate the passage of the bill. The roll 
was called and the vote announced; yeas 99, 
pays 56. Aconatitutional majority woh 
been secured, the bill was announced passed. 

Mr, Herrison, chairman of the special judi- 
ciery committee, made a report which was 
read. : 

By unanimous consent Mr. Butt, of Marion, 
was allowed to introduce a bill to amend sec- 
tion 3937 sf the code.

OLD T MES. 


Siavish Superstitions—The Darkey and the 
Conjurer, 
M. M. Fo'som in Valdosts, Ga., Times. 


The negro slave, steeped in ignorance and 
barberism, inherited of all the weird lore, dark 
traditions and that superstition that was a 
part of his religion, all these engrafted on his 
simple nature, he was quite ready to receive 
all that was prevalent in the new land, wheth- 
er it came from the forests of Gérmany, the 
locks and crags of Scotland, theJfclifis and 
burns of Wales, or the sombre graves and des- 
ert woods of merry England. He picked u 
all the stray bits of superstition that he foun 
lying sround, which sdded to the ample stock 
that he brought with him, filled every nook 
and cranny of his soul, and was the greater 
part of bis religion. 

And there was not wanting jugglers among 
them who were proud to enjoy the distinction 
of copjurers. The more intelligent of them 
brought over their tribal preferences and an- 
tipathies. 

One old darkey had beon kidnapped when a 
youth. He was of a famous family in his own 
country, noted for their bravery and obstinacy. 
By and by this descendant of “‘Egoa” raised a 
stalwartson. Their master was a man that 
ruled with a rod of iron, aad punished thiey- 
ing with an unspering hand. He owned a 
fine blue hog that he intended making choice 
bacon of. Old Sambo and bis son took time 
by the forelock and made pork of the 
hog, but unluckily, they were 
found out. The master brought 
them up, tied the young negro down and be- 
gan to lay onthe lash. The youth was obdu- 
rate. “Whack! whack!’’ “Now, will you tell 
me who stole that blue barrow?” Old Sambo 
stocd by and exhorted his son to be firm. 
‘“‘’Tan to ’im, son! Nebber tell ’e massa ’bout 
’e blue barrer. Egoa blood ’im nebber fail!” 
“Whack! whack! whack!” ‘Now, you ras- 
ca], will you own itup’?” ‘“*’Tan’ to ’im, son! 
Nebber tell ’e massa ‘bout ‘’e blue 
barrer. Egca blood ‘im  nebber fail!” 
Turning to the father the irritated planter laid 
on two or three blows. ‘You old villian, I'll 
see if you won’ttell.”” ‘“‘Ki-k—i! Massa, yes 
massa, I te)l im ’bout ’e blue barrer!” The 
Egoa blood caved under the pressure. 

Sambo was aconjurer. Tied up in his med- 
icine bag were nine hairs out of a black cat’s 
tail, seme dried blood of a black cock, taken 
from the neck before the fowl was dead, num- 
erous roots, herbs, dried lizzards and other 
uncanny things used to “trick’’ folks with. 

One day Bob, in a spirit of recklessness, of- 
fended the old man deeply. “‘Nebber min’, 
ole fellah, I get er han’ful er dirt fr’m under 
yo’ foot, an 1 stop yo’ night walkin’.” Short- 
ly after Bob was tramping along one dark 
night, when suddenly he stepped into a small 
pit with cne foot, andashe halted a little a 
dark arm was thrust under 
his foot just as he brought it 
down, and from behind the trunk of a great 
tree that stood by the path he heard alow 
chuckle, and then the retreating footsteps of a 
man. lis knee was slightly sprained, no 
doubt, but he attributed the pain to Sambo’s 
conjuring. He turned and hobbled home- 
ward. Next day he returned to the place, 
and in the pit he found a conjure ball, made 
up of all the various ingredients 
ot the conjure bag, about the 
size of an egg. Bob was great- 
ly troubled. The knee pained him a great 
deal,and he said hecould feel lizzards runnin 
up and down his leg insidethe flesh. Ol 
Sambo was highly elated at the success of his 
trick, and was held in greater respect than 
ever.

The bottle was about three parts 
full. Seating himself before the 
veesel of hot ‘‘medicine,’”’ he began an incan- 
tation in bis native tongue, ever and gnon 
gezing atthe bottle and muttering, “Teady 
my lef? han’ Jack!” Finally, by the move- 
ment of “Jack” end the settling of the medi- 
cine, he seemed egatisfied as to who was the 
copjurer that hed tricked Bob and in what 
manner he had done it. He then instructed 
Bob how to act, end how to obtain three hairs 
from Sambo’s head without the latter finding 
out, gave him a conjure_ball to prevent 
further injury, and gravely dismissed him, 
I guess Bob followed the advice of Mingo, for 
he soon got well. But he never offered Sambo 
or any other conjurer any more “jaw.”

One of the Three Men Who Killed the 
Famous Lee Brothers, 


A telegram in Taz Coxstirvrion day betore 
peng ennounced the killing of two out- 
aws named Jim Lee and Pink Lee near 
Gainesville, Texas, The Lees were brothera 
and bed been the terror of northern Texas for 
several years and rewards tothe amount of 
$7,000 hed been offered for them dead or alive. 

Last Monday afternoon Detectives Thomas, 
Taylor and Settlers, of Fort Worth, 
encountered the Lee brothers’ in 
Harris township and ordered them to sur- 
render. The Lees refused and opened fire on 
the detectives. They were armed with re- 
volvers and the officers had Winchester rifles. 
About forty shots were fired before the two 
Lees fell

Everybody in Atlanta from 1865 to 1870 
kuew Henry A. Thomas,son of Mr. Lovick 
P, Thomas, and & brother of 
Colcuol L, P. Thomas, Jr., the present sheriff 
of Fulton county. Henry Thomas was a 
general favorite. He was a sociable, witty 
fellow, who made himeelf agreeable in all 
company and had a host of friends among all 
clasees of the people. A wittier, livelier, more 
generous fellow was not to be found. In 1868 
Henry Thomas was on the police force in At- 
lanta at the time of the famous riot on Broad 
street. The republicans hed a political pro- 
cession snd the democrats had one two. The 
two Jines came acioss each other at the corner 
of Broad and Alabama streets and a riot en- 
sued. There were several thousand negroes 
n lige and they began a fierce assault 
on the few policemen who were trying to pre- 
serve the peace. Among these was Henry 
Thomas, end in the first fire he was

Captain Couch, who is now the efiicient 
special bailiff of the city court, was then on 
ibe police force and was standing by the side 
of Henry Thomas and caught him 
£6 he fe) after being shot. 
it wasa wonder that every policeman there 
was not killed by the infuriated mob. After 
his escape, with a bullet through his thigh, 
Henry Thomas entered the peaceful occupa- 
tion of the wholesale grocery business and for 
twoor three years was with A. C.& B. F. 
Wyly. Hethen went to Texas and entered 
the service of the Southern Express 
company. A few months aiter he arrived in 
Texas he was put in charge of the express car 
from Galveston to Fort Worth. One night the 
train wes stopped by a gang of highwaymen 
who robbed the passengers and attacked thea 
exprese car. A dozen of them appeared at 
the doors of the car and summoned Themas to 
suryender. His answer was given with his 
revolver, laying one of the villains 
dead before him. The gang fired at him,and he

et bay in his car, using the safe, which was 
coveted by the robbers, as his bulwark. 
Thomas was wounded in four places and had 
hie leiteye shot out but he “held the fort” 
and after emptying two revolvers at the rob- 
bers senk exbausted, from the loss of blood, 
onthe floor of his car, About this timea 
posse came up and drove the robbers away. 
The express company, in testimony of 
Thomas’ courage and devotion to duty, gave 
him a furlough for six months and presented 
bim with $1,000. 

A year or two ago he voluntarily left the 
express service and went to live in Fort 
Worth. There he engaged in local politics 
and was defeated by only a fow votes for the 
office of city marshal. Henry then bogan 
business as a detective and has been singu- 
larly successful. He has pulled in manya 
rough and brought many a bully to time 
by his ccol courage and devotion to 
duty. His last achievement adds greatly to 
his reputation{es a detective and places adout 
$2,300 in his pecket. His many friends in 
Atlanta will be delighted to know that he got 
the best of the outlaws as hedid of the train 
robbers, and will hope that he may live long 
to flourish in his western home.

THE ADVICE OF FATHER KIRSCH 
AND HIS RBASONS. 
4 Sermon Which Gay Created a Sensation in At- 
japte—-The Matrimonial S:a‘e BSeautifally 
Portrayed—« Remarkable 4rraignment — 
of the Young Men of atlacte.

Forno man hateth. bis owa 
flesh, but nourisheth it. cheerisheth it, 2¢also 
Christ doth hischurch, For we are members of 
his body, of bis flesh and of his bones. For his 
cause sbal) ®man leaye his father and mother, 
aod shall adhere to his wife, and they shall be two 
in one ilesh, This is a great sacrament, but I 
_— iD Christand in the church.”’ These ar. 
the most ideal and beautifal words the scriptures 
bas on the married state, aud on the relation of 
busbana and wife toeach other in the married 
state.

before Him a glorious church, without spot: or 
wrinkle or blemish, in order that he can love it 
with the jul) love of His divine heart. And in 
return for His love, this, His church, is ever obe 
dientto Him. S0a man ought tolove his wife,as 
Christ loves His church. and so a wife ought to be 
obedient to her husband, as the church is obedient 
to Christ. If we had not His own excellent con: 
ception of the married state and of the relation- 
ship of husband and wile in it, from an inspired 
writer, 9s St, Paul, we would certainly not elevate 
ourseives toit. Thatall, both married andsingle 
perple, would carnestly ponder over these earnest 
end beautiiul words and reflections, that those 
who live ip that state may live initin a manner 
worthy of Christians, in all peace and charity and 
a chastity befitting their state, and those who 
enter into it,do sowitha pure intention and 
with that sacred respect which is duetosuch a 
sacred state with such solemn obligations and 
blessings.
